Reference To Him 
Is Rejected By 
U. S. Delegate 


Delegates From Russia ~ 
Absent From Conference 
Of Forty-Nine Nations 


London, Nov. 26 —(NC)— The 
constitution for the first world- 
wide educational organization, set 
up by the delegates of 44 Unit 
Nations who recently conclude 
their conference here, expresses 
high hopes of contributing to peace 
and security by promoting intel- 
lectual collaboration but studious- 
ly avoids any reference to God or 
His help. In fact, a plea to in- 
clude the name of the Almighty 
in the document was rejected. 


A spokesman for Panama made 
the appeal to have the constitu- 
tion include the name of God. He 
cited the sentiments of millions of 
Christians who are vitally inter- 
ested in the work#the world or- 
ganization in striving to advance, 
and noted that the British Parlia- 
ment and the United States Con- 
gress open their sessions with 
prayer. It was a delegate from 
the United States who replied to 
the Panamanian. He opposed the 
proposal, saying it was not the 
concern of the conference to em- 
body noble thoughts in the con- 
stitution but to draft a document 
that would be acceptable to all 
peoples of the world. 


It is not known if this avoidance 
of the name of God was intended 
solely as a gesture toward atheis- 
tic Soviet Russia, but, in any event, 
delegates from Russia failed to

Interests Overlooked In Debates, Jerusalem 


Here Asserts— 


Access To Holy Places Must Be Insured

The “Palestine Problem” 
again occupying a prominent place 
in the day’s news. Hatred and 
enmity have flared up onee more 
between the Jews and the Arabs 
in Palestine. It is the now familiar. 
struggle of the Arab to mamtain 
inviolate what he considers his 
homeland, and of the Jew to con- 
tinue to develop what he is at- 
tempting to establish as his na- 
tional home. 


The matter has become more 
acute at this time due to the fact 
that hundreds of thousands of Jews 
in Europe, made homeless by the 
war, are turning their eyes East 
where they hope the aid of mem- 
bers of their own race and perhaps 
of the various Allied Governments 
to find a new and permanent home 
among their own people in Pales- 
tine. The Arabs look with fear up- 
on this new influx of Jews into 
what they believe is their own} 
state. 


Neither side of this controversy 
is going to be able to settle the 
matter amicably. It is necessarily 
a case for arbitration by an im- 
partial commission which should be 
appointed by the Security Council 
of the United Nations and which 
must be prepared to enforce its 
ultrmate decision. 


Religious Attachments 
Were the question purely an ec- 
onomic re, were it only a question 
of the occupation of land, the mat- 
ter would be less difficult. But it 
is more involved than staking out 
a certain number of square miles 
or determining the number of im- 
migrants who can be admitted in a 
given period. The question of the 
religious and sentimenta’ attach- 
ment of both the Jew and the Arab 
to Palestine is undoubtedly the 
moving force behind the growing 
antagonism. 7 
The vast majority of Arabs are 
Mohammedans. In Jerusalem is 
their beautiful Mosque of Omar, 
to which their faithful from all 
over the world make pilgrimages.

To the Jews, on the other hand, 
Jerusalem is the site of their tem- 
ple, the holy place where rested 
the Ark of the Covenant. Their

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the Christians throughout the 
world to maintain in their own way 
and to visit freely those shrines 
and sites in Palestine so sacred to 
the history of Christianity. 

No solution of the Jewish-Arab 
question which ignores the rights 
of the Christians of the world in 
Palestine can possibly be a lasting 
one. From early in the twelfth 
century onward Christians have 
fought and died to regain control 
of the holy places in Palestine. 
And while the crusades of armed 
Knights who went out to fight the 
unbelievers belong now to history, 
the Christian world is no less keen- 
ly interested in the preservation of 
its holy places in Palestine.

But Urges Catholics As 
Citizens To Work For 
Better Government 


Washington, Nov. 26 — (NC) — 
The Church is above and beyond the 
concrete politics of regimes, sys- 
tems, governments, parties, pro- 
grams and personalities. She has 
no right to intervene with her dig- 
nity and authority in partisan de- 
cisions and profane problems, since 
they do not fall into the religious 
and moral sphere. But Catholic 
citizens are not above and beyond 
politics. They have the duty of co- 
operating for the public welfare ac- 
cording to their means and abilities. 


This definition of the role of the 
Church was given to the Catholics 
of Portugal by Cardinal Manuel 
Goncalves Cerejeira, Patriarch of 
Lisbon, in a radio message moni- 
tored in this country by the Federa! 
Communications Commission. The 
Cardinal’s message preceded by a 
few days the elections in Portugal, 
which took place on November 18 
and, according to early reports, con- 
firmed the regime headed by Pre- 
mier Antonie de Oliveira Salazar by 
an overwhelming majority.

Catholics, according to the FCC re- 
port, that “in a representative re- 
gime the vote does not appear to us 
only as a right, but more than that, 
as an obligation of conscience.”

Brother Victor, 
Famed Mail 
Carrier, Dies 


Collegeville — After 51 years of 
service for St. Joseph’s of Indiana, 
Collegeville, Ven. Brother Victor 
Zuber, C.PP.S., died at 5:10 Friday 
morning, Nov. 23. He would have 
been 87 years old next January 13. 

Born in Switzerland in 1859, he 
came to this country 62 years ago 
at the age of 24 to enter the Society 
of the Precious Blood at St. Charles 
Seminary, Carthagena, Ohio. After 
his profession as a lay brother in 
1884, he performed his humble 
tasks in various community houses 
before being sent by his superior to 
St. Joseph’s 10 years later. 

With the native love of the Swiss 
for the medicinal qualities 
natural herbs, Brother Victor utili- 
zed those 10 years by learning all 
he could about these. There was 
the danger of typhoid in those early 
days. A Doctor Ryan of St. Henry, 
Ohio, and a Doctor Stephenson of 
Fort Recovery, supplied him with 
books. 

Coming to Collegeville, he took 
care of the sick under the direction 
of a physician from Rensselaer. For 
25 years he was the campus in- 
firmarian. 

For 43 years, also, he carried the 
mail to and from Rensselaer. His 
familiar “covered wagon” was re- 
placed by a truck and ‘driver 
Thanksgiving Day, 1938, but Broth- 
er Victor still carried the mail until 
March, 1944. 

Retired, he spent much of his 
time either in his room, on the 
porch of the Health Center, or in 
the chapel—always with his rosary 
in his hands. 

Submitting to an emergency 
operation Oct. 12 for strangulated 
hernia, Brother Vietor rallied ex- 
back on the 
campus Nov. 6. Old age rather than 
this operation caused his death. 
Funeral services were held on Mon- 
day morning at St. Joseph’s Col- 
lege, and on Tuesday morning, Nov. 
27, at St. Charles Seminary, where 
burial took place.

Bishops Of U. S. Warn Against False 
Realism In Dealing With Nations 


Assembled in Washington for their annual meeting in mid-November, the Bishops 
of the United States issued an important statement on the international situation entitled 
“Between War and Peace.” The statement was widely quoted and commented upon in 
the secular press of the nation, but so important is it we publish it in full herewith. Due 
to the wide circulation of Our Sunday Visitor, our press date occurs almost two weeks before 
the date of issue, hence the tardy reporting of the Bishops’ statement. 


Text of the statement follows: o 


The war is over but there is no 
peace in the world. In the Atlantic | 
Charter we were given the broad | 
outline of the peace for which we 
fought and bled and, at an incaleal-| 
able price, won a eat martial 
victory. It was that ideal of peace 
which sustained us through the 
war, which inspiried the heroic de- 
fense of liberty by millions driven 
underground in enslaved countries. 
It made small oppressed nations 
confide in us as the trustee | 


their freedoms. It was the broad 
outline of a good peace. Are we 
going to give up this ideal of 
peace? If, under the pretext of a 
false realism, we do so, then we 
shall stand face to face with the 
awful catastrophe of atomic war. 

Since the Moscow Conference of 
1943, the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and Russia have undertaken to 
shape gradually the peace which 
they are imposing on the nations. 
From the conferences of these vic- 
torious powers there is emerging 
slowly their pattern for the peace. 
It is disappointing in the extreme. 
Assurances are given us in the an- 
nounced peace principles of our 
country but so far results do not 
square with these principles. We 
are in perhaps the greatest crisis of 
human history. Our country has 
the power, the right and the re- 
sponsibility to demand a genuine 
peace, based on justice which will 
answer the cryin the hearts of 
men across the world. 

We want to work in unity with 
other nations for the making of a 
During the war per- 
haps, it may have been necessary 
for strategic reasons to postpone 
final decisions on many questions 
mooted at the conferences of the 
three great powers. 


Russia And Democracies 


Now we must face the facts. 
There are profound differences of 
thought and policy between Russia 


and the western democracies. Rus- 
sia has acted unilaterally on many 
important settlements. It has 
sought to establish its sphere of in- 
fluence in eastern and southeastern 
Europe, not on the basis of sound 
regional agreements in which sov- 
ereignties and rights are respected, 
but by the imposition of its sov- 
ereignty and by ruthlessly setting 
up helpless puppet states. Its 
Asiatic policy, so important for the 
peace of the world, is an enigma. 


The totalitarian dictators prom- 
ised benefits to the masses through 
an omnipotent police-state which} 
extends its authority to all human 
relations and recognizes no innate 
freedoms. Their theories, more- 
over, look to the realization of 
world well-being as ultimately to 
be secured by the inclusion of all 
countries in their system. Some- 
times Russia uses our vocabulary 
and talks of democracy and, rights, 
but it attaches distorted meanings 
to the words. We think in terms 
of our historic culture. We see God- 
given, inviolable human rights in 
every person, and we know democ- 
racy as the free collaboration un- 
der law of citizens in a free coun- 
try. . 

There is a clash of ideologies. The 
frank recognition of these differ- 
ences is preliminary to any sincere 
effort in realistic world cooperation 
for peace. The basis of this cooper- 
ation must be mutual adherence to 
justice. It would be unjust for us 
to be an accomplice in violating the 
rights of nations, groups and in- 
dividuals anywhere in the world. 


A first step towards effective ne- 
gotiation for peace is to have a 
plan. A good plan states principles 
in terms of all the specific questions 
at issue. Instead, so far we have 
compromised and sought to make 
mere plece-meal settlements. In- 
stead of honest, promising discus- 
sion even on diverging plans, we

Slovenia and other southeastern 
European countries. Religious per- 
secution which is both brutal and 
cunning rages in many lands. No 
reason of policy justifies our si- 
lence. What is happening behind 
the blackout of eastern and south- 
eastern Europe is.a stark contra- 
diction to the high ideals which in- 
spired our fighting to save the 
world from totalitarian aggres- 
sion. 


No one ean fail to see the im- 
portance of a _ reconstructed, re- 
vitalized Europe, which is the 
cradle of western culture. We de- 
plore the tragic indifference to the 
plight of the Italian people who 
threw off the chains of a Fascist 
regime, who fought side by side 
with us in ardent loyalty. For over 
two long years ef agony the friends 
of democracy in that country have 
had to stand by in impvtence while 
we have toyed with the vital prob- 
lems of relief and rehabilitation 
and deferred the fulfillment of our 
own. solemn promises. 


Our own pational interest, as well 


as the cause of world peace, and 
the fate of Christian culture are at 
stake in Italy. Today it is an out- 
post of western civilization. We are 
fully confident that the Italian peo- 
ple, if we save them from despair 
by our helpful interest, will stand 
fast against the deceitful appeal of 
atien and subversive ideologies and 
shape their future in the spirit of 
their own noble Christian tradi- 
tion. 


Fate Of Vanquished Nations 


We cannot be unconcerned about 
the future of Germany, Austria and 
Hungary. Whatever period of pro- 
bation must be imposed on the 
vanquished nations, we must he!p 
them to take their rightful place in 
the family of nations. To treat 
them in a spirit of vengeance is 
neither right nor politic. Justicé 
demands the punishment of the 
guilty and reasonable reparations 
of damage done. But we cannot 
forget, or allow our representatives 
to forget, that our traditional sys- 
tem of punitive justice is anchored 
to the concept of individual respon- 
sibility. The inhumanities which 
now mark the mass transference cof 
populations, the systematized use 
of slave laber, and the cruel treat- 
ment of prisoners of war should 
have no place in our civilization. 

Acute suffering is the daily lot 
of whole populations in many war- 
torn lands. Every report indicates 
that unless heroic measures are 
taken at once, millions will die from 
starvation and exposure during the 
coming winter. The feeding and 
clothing and sheltering of these suf- 
fering people is not a work which 
can be left to some future conven- 
ient date. Our Country, because of 
our greater resources, must do the

one to whom the entire world 
is indebted for the removal of the 
causes of most diseases, Louis Pas- 
teur, one time said: “A little re- 
flection makes a skeptic, a lot of 
reflection makes a believer.” In 
your short life you have probably 
experienced the truth of this state- 
ment. 
Those who claim that they}dis- 
believe or even doubt truths of 
faith so universally held by men 
of the greatest learning, never tried 
to ascertain for themselves whether 
or not the Christian faith is based 
on a solid foundation. You have 
acquaintances, and probably even 
friends, among those who never 
had ten minutes’ religious instruc- 
tion in their lifetime, and who, 
therefore, could not possibly have 
an opinion, let alone a conviction, 
In ours, as in every country, 
thousands who were infidels or 
skeptics during a great part of 
their lives, have embraced the 
Catholic faith. They certainly did 
not act without reflection, but, on 
the contrary, made a very thorough 
investigation, and were frequently 
convinced against their will and 
prejudices. Their conversion could 
be attributed only to honesty with 
themselves, or to consistency be- 
tween their newly acquired con- 
victions and their consciences, 


Religious Illiterates 


You might ask, however, how is 
it that so many intellectuals are 
unbelievers. The answer is that 
they have never directed their intel- 
ligence to a prayerful study of the 
Christian faith, They may have 
been honor students in high school 
and college in all the branches of 
study which formed the curriculum, 
‘but they still remained illiterate in 
relation to the things of religion. 
There are many leading scientists 
today, who know their own sub- 
ject very well, but who never read 
a book in defense of the Catholic 
faith. If they prefer to remain 
ignorant, they naturally form prej- 
udices against the religion which 
they were unwilling to study, and 
that prejudice could conceivably 
make them even anti-religious— 
without any justification for it 
whatsoever. 

If you wanted information on the 
Virgin Birth you would not go to 
an infidel who does not even know 
what it means. Most non-Cath- 
olics believe that by the Virgin 
Birth we mean that Mary, herself, 
a virgin, was born of a virgin. 

A news commentator not long 
ago referred to the strange sources 
of information to which people ap- 
ply not only for a defense or de- 
nunciation of some point of Chris- 
tian teaching, but for a defense or 
denunciation of governmental pol- 
icy.

Apparition To Catherine Laboure 

Our Lady anxiously, almost im- 
patiently, awaited the official de- 
finition of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion. It was in 1830 that she ap- 
peared to a young vostulant, Cathe- 
rine Laboure, of the community of 
the Sisters of Charity at Chatillon 
(France). Hear Blessed Cathe- 
rine’s account of the heavenly vis- 
itation: 

“The. Blessed Virgin was stand- 
ing on a globe, and her face was 
beautiful beyond words. Her fing- 
ers were covered with precious 
jewels whose light dazzled me. 
And I heard: ‘Behold the symbol of 
the graces I shed upon those who 
ask for them!’ Then an oval frame 
formed around the Blessed Virgin 
and I read in letters of gold: O 
Mary, conceived without sin, pray 
for us who have recourse to thee. 
The vision reversed, and I beheld 
the letter ‘M’ surmounted by a 
eross, at the foot of the cross a 
bar, and below all the Heart of 
Jesus crowned with thorns, and 
the Heart of Mary pierced with a 
sword. A voice said tu me: ‘Have 
a medal struck after this model. 
Persons who wear it indulgenced 
will receive great graces especially 
if they wear it arsund the neck.’” 

At this time the Church had not 
officially defined the doctrine of the 
Immaculate Conception. The fath- 
ers of the Church had spoken of 
Mary as the immaculate and abso- 
lutely stainless virgin, who had 
never been tainted by the venom- 
ous breath of the serpent. In the 
most ancient liturgies of the East 
she is called simply The Immacu- 
late. 

True, the feast of Mary’s Con- 
ception had been celebrated from 
the ninth century in Ireland on 
May 3, and in the eleventh century 
in England on December 8. Final- 
ly, after the doctrine of the Imma- 
culate Conception of the Mother of 
God had gained in the course of 
the preceding centuries universal

It comes to 
those who pray for it. Just as you 
may know your religion thoroughly 
and still not live up to it; just as 
you may have a very clear com- 
prehension of the obligations im- 
posed on you by the uncha ble 
commandments of God, and still 
break them—because you - follow 
your inclinations rather than your 
convictions—so may many schol- 
ars become familiar with the teach- 
ings of the Catholic Church and, 
therefore, admire her, but refuse 
to submit to her. 


It is very common for pedple to 
say “if I were to join any re , 
it would be the Catholic,” which in- 
dicates that they know something 
about it. Either they do not pray 
for light and guidance or they do 
not want to pray for light and 
guidance, lest they might feel im- 
pelled to join the Church and to 
live in keeping with its require- 
ments.

Attempt Explanation By Citing Directives 
For Occupation Policy; ‘High-Ups’ Are 
Seen Involved In Blue-Pencilling.

Washington, Nov. 26.—When an American Army cap- 
tain in Germany blue-pencilled three passages from the 
joint pastoral issued by the Catholic Bishops of Germany last 
August, he was exercising discretion under a censorship 
which is part of our national policy. 

That the American junior officer did cut the pastoral,

‘nal von Faulhaber, Archbishop of 
Munich, refused to permit the doc- 
tored letter to be read in his See, 
has just become known here. And 
while Army officers here are reluc- 
tant to discuss the matter, because 
they say they lack details and it is 
the concern of the American com- 
mander in Germany in the first 
place, the following facts have been 
developed by inquiry: 

1. The American national policy 
toward Germany is held to be sum- 
med up in tke directive which the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff issued to Gen- 
eral Eisenhower last April, and 
which was made publie only in Oc- 
tober. 

2. This directive, which says “the 
principal Allied objective is to pre- 
vent Germany from ever again be- 
coming a threat to the peace of the 
world,” also tells the American 
commander that “freedom of 
speech, press and religious worship 
will be permitted to the extent 
that military interests aremot prej- 
udiced,” and subject to other con- 
siderations. These other considera- 
tions are that the commander shall 
countenance no political activities 
of any kind unless he sanctions 
them; that he will “prohibit the 
propaganda in any form of nazi, 
militaristic of pan-German doc- 
trines,” and that “no German pa- 
rades, military or politieal, civilian 
or sports, shall be permitted.” An- 
other consideration involved is the 
“control of public information me- 
dia in Germany.”

Divine Word Father Tells 
OF Sufferings Which Led 
To The Death Of Nine 


Techny, Il, Nov? 26—(NC) — 
This is the story of the martyrdom 
by a group of Polish Fathers of the 
Divine Word at the hands of the 
nazis. It is based on a matter-of- 
fact report that came from one of 
the surviving priests to St. Mary’s 
Mission Honse-here. 

Nine priest# were arrested to- 
gether after¥the nazi invasion of 
Poland in 1939, In February, 1940, 
they were transferred to a concen- 
tration camp near Danzie and rob- 
bed of all their personal belong- 
ings; even rosaries and religious 
medals were taken from them. For 
weeks they had to shovel snow. 


1“At night we huddled together in 


straw, while lice nearly ate us up 
alive,” writes Father Dominik, the 
surviving priest. 

In April, 1940; they were taken 
in cattle cars to the notorious 
camp of Oraienburg, near Berlin. 
There, suffering from starvation, 
the first priest died: Father Sa- 
sala. Soon afterward, the second 
priest, Father Kubista, contracted 
fever. He was trampled to death 
by a guard. The third priest.to die 
was Father Kozubek. His legs 
were swollen “to the tickness of 
wooden posts and he wus choked 
to death by the working foreman.” 


Later that year five of the six 
survivors were transferred to the 
Dachau camp. One priest stayed 
behind, the only one of the group 
to be released. “Dachau was even 
worse,” reports Father Dominik. 
“We were like Lazarus, covered 
with open suppurating wounds, 
They refused medical aid because 
we were priests. Civilians were 
treated better, priests were con- 
sidered outcasts.” 


The fourth priest of the original 
group, Father Golab, weakened by 
hunger, lost his mind «nd died. 
The fifth Father Ligula, the 
healthiest of the group, was drown- 
ed in experiments to test the 
chances of survival for pilots who 
crash-landed in the ocean. The 
sixth priest, Facher Drapiewski, 
was taken to the quarries, worked 
to the point of exhaustion and 
killed in the gas chamber.
